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A Cure for Snakes — 
Get Yourself Cats! 


If you are bothered with snakes in 
your backyard, get a cat! 

That appears to be the best precau- 
tion for residents in Florida, according 
to Mrs. A. A. Johnson of Orlando, 
Fla., who writes, that ‘Florida, because 
of the nature of its countryside, has 
many snakes, but few people think of 
a cat as being any help in controlling 
these pests.” 

Mrs. Johnson backs up her statement 
by forwarding a clipping from the Let- 
ters to the Editor Department of The 
Orlando Sentinel Star. It is reproduced 
in part: 





““We have three stray cats which we 
found on the. highway several months 
ago, and feeling sorry for them, took 
them in and gave them a home 

“About two months ago when I 
went out to get my morning paper I 
found a four foot rattler dead in the 
drive. I paid no particular attention to 
it at the time and surely did not connect 
it up with the cats in any way. Several 
days later my wife found a blacksnake 
dead on the porch. Thinking perhaps 
the snake had eaten some poison that 
had been left out for rats at one of the 
packing houses we still did not connect 
it with the cats. Five or six days went 
by and then one morning I saw the 
cats over in the grove running around 
and around in a large circle and making 
quite a fuss. | went out to see what was 
the matter and found they had a large 
diamondback cornered. 

“IT went back to the house and got a 
gun and returned just in time to see 
the kill. One cat kept running back and 
forth in front of the snake just beyond 
striking distance while the other two 
would dash in from behind just as the 
snake would strike. Their timing was 
perfect. This kept up for a full 10 
minutes. I did not dare fire for fear of 
hitting one of the cats and try as | 
could they would not get away. The 
snake by this time was very weak from 
the mauling it had received and the back 
of the head and neck was torn to rib- 
bons. 

“The only complaint I have is that 
they always drag whatever they kill 
home and lay it on the porch. We feed 
them well and they never seem to go 
after birds or eat any of the rodents 
they catch. I have never seen animals 
team up like these cats, each doing its 
particular job and the others following 
through in perfect timing. They have 
well repaid us for the food they receive 
as our property is free from snakes or 
rodents of any sort.”

One of the proposals at the annual 
meeting of the Siamese Cat Club (Eng- 
land) was that when using the word 
““imported’’ on pedigrees, the country 
from which the cat had its origin should 
be added. The member making the pro- 
posal pointed out that in the past, ‘‘im- 
ported’’ was taken to mean “‘imported 
from Siam,’’ whereas now it is quite 
possible to buy one’s stock most any- 
where. It is not likely that many in 
the U. S. and Canada will import from 
Siam because there is apparently no 
reason for such importations due to the 
excellent quality of the stock here, and 
because rates for importing are prohibi 
tive. 

Thought should be given to the add- 
ing of country of origin in pedigrees. 
Many cats are sold back and forth in the 
U. S. and Canada, and regardless of the 
close affiliations between the two na- 
tions, such cats that change to new own- 
ers across the border, technically are 
“imports.”

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CARE OF THE 
PREGNANT QUEEN

Experienced breeders are well aware 
of the points to be observed in properly 
caring for the pregnant queen, but oth- 
ers, less experienced, might profit from 
a short discourse on the subject 

Generally speaking, female cats 
should not be used for breeding until 
they have reached at least one year of 
age. In order to produce strong, healthy 
kittens a queen must be well developed 
and possess a large, roomy body in 
which to accommodate the unborn kit- 
tens comfortably. The rigors of preg- 
nancy and delivery are definitely not for 
the immature female. 

In mating a pair of cats, I do not 
think it at all necessary for them to re- 
main together until the queen has 
stopped calling. In fact I think this 
practice definitely harmful, not only to 
the queen, but to the kittens, also. In 
my opinion, matings which take place 
several days apart are the cause of many

stillborn kittens and kittens born on 
successive days. By allowing the pair to 
mate on two successive days only, and 
then separating them, it will prevent 
the impregnation of too many eggs by 
the male cells. 

The period of gestation in cats is 
from 63 to 66 days, but the time varies 
slightly with different cats so there is 
no way of setting the number of days 
exactly. However, it is safe to say that 
the majority of females go into labor 
on the 63rd day after the first mating. 

Waiting for the queen to show signs 
of pregnancy is a period filled with 
suspense, especially if great things are 
expected from the bloodline combina- 
tion. The easiest signs to detect are the 
increased desire upon the part of the 
female to sleep, her increased appetite, 
and after a few weeks the slightly en- 
larged abdomen and the swelling until 
they are full and bright pink, of the 
milk glands and nipples. 

Some breeders can detect pregnancy 
quite early by palpitation. Their ex- 
perienced fingers can readily locate the 
enlarged uterus and feel the tiny em- 
bryos. 

During the first week or two after 
breeding. a queen should be kept quiet, 
but after that, and up to about six 
weeks of pregnancy, she may be per- 
mitted to exercise normally. After the 
sixth week, it is wise to carefully watch 
her to prevent her from jumping off 
high places which might result in the 
loss of the entire litter by miscarriage. 

The bred queen should be fed good, 
nourishing food, fresh raw meat pref- 
erably. Healthy kittens cannot develop 
if the mother is fed bulky foods con- 
taining little real nourishment. Do not 
overfeed your bred female. It will sim- 
ply result in overlarge kittens and a re- 
sultant difficult delivery. To one meat 
meal a day, vitamins should be added. 
Fresh drinking water should always be

Probably the most maligned term 
used in describing skin conditions or 
almost any condition in which a cat is 
sick is the use of the word ‘Mange.’ 
Time and again one hears someone say 
that a cat or a dog looks “‘mangy.”’ If 
the hair comes out in spots a person is 
likely to say ‘‘mange’’; if there are a 
few scabs on the body you may also 
hear the same word. I, for one, am 
glad that in cats the mange is an un- 
common condition! This is particu- 
larly true when the cat is kept clean, 
in healthful surroundings, and in good 
physical condition 

Mange is a disease which is conta- 
gious and is caused by a tiny mite or 
louse. One can tell definitely whether 
the cat has the infection in only one 
way and that is through examination 
of skin scrapings by the veterinarian. 
Through the microscope he can see, in 
such cases, the little mite which has a 
characteristic appearance. The Mange 
organism enters the cat’s skin usually 
on the head about the ears, eyes, or near 
the neck and on the cheeks. Here the 
mite lays its eggs at the rate of from 3 
to 5 each day. These hatch in about 6 
days. The young mite is soon ready to 
invade other areas on the cat's body 
and in this way new spots of the infec- 
tion break out every little while, so that 
in neglected cases Mangy parts of the 
cat’s body will show these infected 
spots. The infected area exudes a small 
amount of liquid which hardens into 
scabs. IRREGULR patches of hair may 
fall out of the infected areas. If a per 
son has ever had the “‘itch,’’ or been 
bitten by chiggers he can sympathize 
with a cat for the itching of such con- 
ditions are severe. The cat scratches 
itself until he tears out bits of fur and 
skin. One may notice an odor about 
the infected skin. The cat becomes list- 
less, depressed and gets in such poor 
condition that one can hardly recognize 
the cat for its former self. Soon other 
cats and kittens also show signs of the 
same disease, and then one truly recog- 
nizes the fact that the disease is very 
contagious 

We know that these animals are best 
treated under the direction of the vet 
erinarian and where possible he should

make the diagnosis and direct the care. 
We also know that there are many peo- 
ple throughout the country who live 
miles from good veterinary assistance 
and it is for the aid of these people that 
this article is written. The treatment 
that I am going to outline uses medica- 
tion which is universally obtainable 
and if applied according to directions 
should cure Mange.

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CFA ON BREED SUSPENSION 
BURMESE SOCIETY SCORES 


The Burmese Cat Society, under date 
of May 16 and the signature of its re- 
corder, Donald M. Came, took excep- 
tion to the suspension of the Burmese 
breed of cats by the Cat Fanciers’ As- 
sociation in Cats Magazine (June, 
1947, page 7) with a Bulletin to its 
members and other Burmese cat breed- 
ers. The Burmese society is an affiliate 
of the Cat Fanciers Federation. 


Herewith is published the formal 
statement of the Burmese Cat Society 
as extracted from the above indicated 
Bulletin: 


“Two pure-breeding Burmese cats 
were exhibited at various Cat Fanciers’ 
Association licensed shows on the West 
Coast during the past season and won 
their championship points. Other pure- 
breeding Burmese cats were exhibited at 
Cat Fanciers’ Association licensed shows 
throughout the East during the past 
season and two of them won their 
championship points. Applications for 
registration and claims for champion- 
ship awards were made of the Cat Fan- 
ciers’ Association and by them summar- 
ily rejected. Further correspondence 
was had in which it was more or less 
clearly indicated that unless the Cat 
Fanciers’ Association, which poses as 
an eleemosynary institution purporting 
to ‘‘perform a public service’ gave 
more satisfaction in the matter, it might 
become necessary to institute suitable 
legal action, after which the Cat Fan- 
ciers’ Association Board voted to refer 
the matter to their attorneys for advice. 


‘Presumably the attorney’s advises 
were adverse to the position taken by 
the Cat Fanciers’ Association. In any 
event, at a meeting of the Executive 
Board of the Cat Fanciers’ Association 
held May 8, 1947, the Board solved 
the difficulty in which the Association 
found itself by passing unanimously the 
following motion: 


“The recognition by the CFA of the 
so-called Burmese breed of cats as a 
pure breed is indefinitely suspended; 
during the pendency of the suspension, 
no Burmese class will be judged tn any 
show sanctioned by CFA, no Burmese

cat will be registered by CFA either in 
Foundation Record or the Stud Book, 
and all existing Burmese registrations 
are suspended ; registration fees for such 
present registrations to be refunded up- 
on request of the owner, or without 
such request, when deemed feasible by 
the Recorder. 

“During the discussion which took 
place at the meeting before the vote, the 
Board concluded the following dubious 
facts: First, that only one Burmese fe- 
male has ever been imported in to the 
United States; and second, that the great 
preponderence of so-called Burmese cats 
in this country today appear to be in

available, and I find if a little lime water 
is added to water (or milk), acidity 
will be prevented. 

Everything connected with the bred 
queen should be clean — drinking cups, 
food dishes, sanitary pans, bedding, 
etc. Cats are naturally clean and when 
the owner, through carelessness, neg- 
lects the cat and its quarters, disaster 
follows. 

Anyone who has spent money in ac- 
quiring a breeding queen, or in raising 
one, should safeguard his investment 
by caring for it intelligently.

keep the cat in clean, warm quarters 
both day and night during the treat- 
ment period. Prepare a light flannel 
jacket such as is used for treatment of 
pneumonia in cats. Clip the hair care- 
fully from the cat’s whole body with 
either scissors or electric hair clippers. 
Give the cat a good warm, soaking soap 
and water bath using such a preparation 
as Labco Pet Shampoo. Scrub the skin 
thoroughly so that the scabs are all re- 
moved. After the bath dry the skin well 
with a soft towel. Then apply to the 
whole body an ointment made of Pre- 
cipitated Sulphur 10% in lard — one 
part of the sulphur and 9 parts of lard 
carefully mixed together. Cover the 
parts with the flannel jacket and keep 
the cat in a dry, warm room with news- 
papers on the floor. This ointment may 
be applied twice a day for two days, 
then at the end of two days, give an- 
other soaking soap and water bath, 
carefully washing away all of the oint- 
ment from the skin. (I cannot agree 
with those who say that medication 
should only be applied to one part of 
the body at a time. They say that the 


cat breathes through its skin. This is 
not true. The cat does excrete some 
sweat through sweat glands, but the 
skin has no other function except that 
of a protective covering for the body 
and maintain body warmth.) After the 
skin is thoroughly dried with a soft 
towel apply a fresh, dry flannel jacket 
on the cat. Keep the cat in a warm dry 
place on fresh newspapers until the hair 
grows out and it is safe to return it to 
its regular place of abode. It is amazing 
how quickly the hair will grow back 
after the Mange mite has been killed. 
The above treatment should not be 
repeated on the same cat for some weeks 
(in case of reinfestation) because the 
medicine is strong and will make the 
skin break out and itch if used too long. 
Another thing which is important is to 
make sure that old sleeping quarters are 
thoroughly cleaned and then dusted 
with 10% DDT powder in talcum. 
Where this is done lightly there are no 
untoward effects on the cat. Of course, 
no DDT should be allowed to get into 
the cat’s water dish or plate from which 
he feeds. All old sleeping boxes and pa- 
pers in the cat’s quarters, also any old 
cloths, should be removed and burned. 


This precaution must be taken in order 
to kill any mites which may be in his 
bedding and so not killed with the sul- 
phur treatment. 

(Next month I will write on other 
skin conditions that are so often con- 
fused with Mange.)
